Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new 
requirements for energy conservation to be included 
in the State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). 
The new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 
and they constitute an entire replacement of the 
current Chapter 13, which affects all new 
commercial and high-rise residential buildings in 
Massachusetts. 


The change was made in order to update the 
stringency of the Code to reflect improvements in 
technology, design and construction of energy 
systems since the current requirements were 
implemented in 1989. The new Code is also 
significantly easier to use than the current one, with 
a clearer structure, simplified tables and new software 
to demonstrate design-compliance. These changes 
include elements of both the revised ASHRAE 
Standard 90.1 and the International Energy 
Conservation Code (IECC), as well as some 
requirements unique to Massachusetts. The BBRS, 
in cooperation with the US Department of Energy 
and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, wll be 
offering training seminars on the new energy code 
beginning in February 2000. Architects, engineers, 
interior designers, contractors and others are 
encouraged to attend. For more information about 
the training schedule and registration, and to see the 
content of the new requirements, visit the BBRS 
Web site at www.state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm.

Are you outsourcing work 
to Bombay? 


This brief report comes under the general issue of 
protecting your license to practice architecture. 


If you are among the American architects who have 
been solicited by overseas architecture firms to 
provide you with low-cost architectural drawings — 
including preliminary drawings, working drawings, 
plans, 3-D drawings/models and renderings — you 
should be aware that taking advantages of services 
such as these may imperil your license to practice 
architecture. 


One such recent offer from an architecture firm in 
Bombay offers to “prepare the required plans and 
drawings...{and] drastically [cut] your manpower 
and establishment costs.” Peter Steffian FAIA, Chair 
of the Massachusetts Board of Registration of 
Architects and President-elect of NCARB, reminds 
Massachusetts practitioners that it is illegal for you 
to stamp drawings that you have not done yourself 
or that have not been done under your direct 
supervision (which typically means “in your office”). 


So be careful.
